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At the end of 1919 the a/m espionage seetion oatohad in Riga two Soviet agents* 
who ease from Mosoow in ordar to organise the communistic underground in the 
Baltic States. V.ALPS got in touch with the Estonian military attaohd/ in Riga, 

Capt. JIRQENSONS, later went to Tallin where he together with the Estonian seourity 
organe suooeeded in large arrests of the local Communists* 

Around the same time V .ALPS got info about the section of the Hqs of the Western 
front of the Red Army, which was located In Smolensk and was sending spies to Latvia | 
arrested in Riga a Soviet agent, KI(EL3CN3j got hold on a Soviet instruction for 
their agents in Latvia. 

In .the seoond installment oft hie article F.AIi>S desorlbes a case which was published 
also in the issues of 25 and- 26 December, 1919, of “The New York Times 1 as reported 
by Valter DURANT! from Riga.n This was the case of a courier from Moscow who tried 
to ooas to the States with special instructions for the: Communists in the USA. .
